4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the recited method for moisture removal from a gas stream using the mist 
elimination device with the structure comprising a chamber, upper and lower outlets, a second 
outlet, a hood, sloping hood walls, hood exterior, and moisture collection channels in the recited 
positioning and operative relationship.
